WASHINGTON. — (/I1) — President 


Roosevelt came to the defense of Gov. 
Prank Murphy of Michigan Tuesday 
night against charges of "treason" 
made by witnesses before the House 
Committee on un-American Activities. 


Mr. Roosevelt took the occasion to 


give the committee a severe dressing- 
down, which included an accusation 
that It had let itself be "used in a 
flagrantly unfair attempt to influence 
un election," and had "made no effort 
to get at the truth." 


He referred specifically to testimony 


of last Friday by Judge Paul V. Ga- 
dola of a Michigan Circuit Court and 
John Barringer, former city manager 
of Flint, Mich., that Murphy had pre- 
vented the execution of a writ for the 
ejection of automobile sitdown strikers 
and had failed to give the city needed 
assistance. Barringer called the gov- 
ernors actions "treasonable." 


The text of the White House state- 


ment, including President Roosevelt's 
comment, follows; 


At his press conference Tuesday nf- 


tcrnoon, one of the newspaper men 
present asked the president the follow- 
ng question: 


Mr. Roosevelt: Arc you concerned

Hankow, Chinese Capital on Yangtze River, Falls to Japanese 


Japanese forces, inspired by the fall of Canton, Tuesday captured Uankow, above, until recently China's capital. As Japanese planes began to 


bomb and "ground-strafe" the city, most civilians and some troops were beginning the weary trek westward. China's new capital is 7000 miles west- 
ward on the Yangtze river at Chungglng (sec map, below). Japanese advance closed in on Hangow from north, cast and south, and mechanized units 
were in the suburbs. The city was cut off from its chief source of munitions and supplies when the Japanese seized weakly-defended Canton and cut 
the Hankow railroad. Supplies for Chinese armies must now come overland from French Indo-Cliina or Russia, as indicated by arrows on the map. 
Centrally located on the chief commercial routes, Hankow has frequently been embroiled in political troubles. The revolution of 1911 broke out in 
barracks near Hankow. In 1926 the city was the scene of mob disorders as it was captured by Nationalist forces. In 1931 martial law followed a Com- 
munist rising. In March of this year the Japanese bombed (lie city. With the approach of the Japanese, martial law was imposed on Hankow with the 
death sentence prescribed for looting.

est brother of King George VI, ac- 
companied hy his duchess, the former 
Princess Marina of Greece, will go to 
Australia in November next year to 
succeed Lord Gowric. He probably 
will be accompanied by his two chil- 
dren, Prince Edward and Prnicess 
Alexandra. 


The official announcement said, "the 


king has been graciously pleased to 
approve of the appointment of hit 
royal highness, the Duke of Kent, as 
governor-general of the commonweal!! 
of Australia in succession to Lore 
Cowrie." 


As governor-general he will he lh<- 


personal representative of his brother 
King George. His duties will be larg 
ly ceremonial, for although exccutiv 
powers in Australia arc vested in tht 
king and exercised through the gov 
ernor-general, an executive counci

Dyer in Hot Springs May 6,1937, during 
the F. B. I. investigation into an alleg- 
d conspiracy to harbor the one-time 
Public Enemy No. 1 in and near the 
resort city in 1935 and 1936. 


Judge Trimble and lawyers retired 


to chambers away from the jury for 
half an hour to discuss the statement 
when the defense objected to it being 
reaed. At one point during the con- 
ference in chambers, an agreement was 
reached that the statement be reaed 
after objectionable phrases were de- 
leted.

South America has accomplished what Europe could not do. It has 


peacefully adjusted its most troublesome boundary dispute, a dispute a^ acrid 
as ariy^Europe has seen. It has adjusted it in a simple, civilized manner. 


Europe, boasting of itself as the centerpuint of civilization, may well \ 


watch this example in wonder and envy. For Europe has been able to do 
no better than arm to the teeth, glower, and adjust Czechoslovakia's boun- 
daries by pressures that were scarcely-less u war than if the fighting had really 
begun. Nothing has been really settled. Czechoslovakia is dismembered, re- 
sentful, helpless. No party to this sacrifice for peace is satisfied that justice 
has been done, or that lasting peace has been achieved. 


'Yet in South Africa the century-old dispute between Bolivia and Paraguay 


.over-the Gran Chaco -territory has been laid to rest forever. 


The-presidents of Argentina, Brazil. Chile,-the United States. Peru, and 


Uruguay have sealed four years of difficult peace negotiations by declineat- 
ing tlie boundary between the countries. -During the next two years it will be 
finally- surveyed jand-.marked, while troops of both countries are kept away 
from the new frontier. 


'People in'the*United States seldom .recognize the bitterness of this dispute. 


Paraguay, and .Bolivia have fought in the past as few countries have even 
fought. A three-year war was concluded in 1935, leaving both countries ex- 
hausted and disrupted. 


^Natural recognition .Of the futility of all this by the .people of both 


countries was aided Joy kindly and impartial offers of other South American 
.countries to mediate. The (Pan-American Peace Conference at Montevideo 
helped. The patient, -tactful services of American diplomats, Spruille Braden 
in-Colombia and Alexander .Weddell in Argentina, helped. 


It is doubtful if American diplomacy can show anything more to its credit 


in many years than hs\part ,in this victory of peace. _

Washing Machines 


Electric washing machines are tak- 


ing the drudgery out of wash day in 
several Hempstead county farm homes. 


liome special care must be given to 


the electric motor and the machinery 
by which the motor drives the washer, 
advised by Earl L. Arnold, extension 
agricultural engineer, University of 
Arkansas College of Agriculture. 


The electric motor on a washing ma- 


chine may be either of the split-phase, 
capacitor or repulsion-induction type. 
The split-phase and capacitor type mo- 
tors are not capable of starting under 
heavy load, Mr. Arnold points out. On 
machines equipped with capacitor or 
split-phase motors, the motor should 
always be running at full speed before) 
the wat-her or wringer is started. Un- 
less this precaution is taken, the ma- 
chine may not start and a fuse may 
"blow out" or the motor may "burn 
up." This precaution is not so neces- 
sary with machines equipped with re- 
pulsion-induction motors since they 
will start any load that they are cap- 
able of operating, the engineer said. 


Lubrication is vital to any washing 


machine and should be given particu- 
lar attention on those operated by 
electric motors. The instructions that 
come with the machine tell the points 
that need lubrication and the partic- 
ular lubrication that each part needs. 
These instructions should be careful- 
ly followed, Mr. Arnold advised. 


The electrical connections to a wash- 


ing machine need more attention than 
those of many other machines. The 
water whcih is present increases the 
clt.nger of shocks and "short-circuits." 


Aheavy rubber covered cord should 


lead to the motor. The plug on the 
end of this cord shuold be of rubber. 
The wall outlet to which this plug is 
attached should be located away from 
dampness. It is often desirable that it 
be 2 or 3 feet from the floor so that 
there wl i lebesslwni'/ih ->/4ETAO 
there will be less danger ot water be- 
ing splashed or spilled on it, he addad. 


Poultry, 


Keeping the hens up late at night is 


profitable business, according to sev- 
eral Hempstead county poultrymen 
who use artificial lights in the hen 
house. The less they roost, the more 
they eat, and the more they eat, the 
more eggs they lay. 


Eggs generally bring the highest 


prices in the winter 'months, when the 
short Jays tend to lower production. 


PouU-ry lighting can be most satis- 


factorily done only if electricity is 
available, E. L. Arnold, extension ag- 
ricultural engineer, University of Ark- 
ansas College of Agriculture, advises. 
It is desirable to provide illumination 
throughout the whole house, but it is 
particularly important to have plenty 
of light at the feeding troughs. The 
light should be intense enough so that 
the hens will spend their tirne eating 
instead of roosting. Ma'. Arnold sug- 
gests using 60-watt bulbs in reflectors 
about 10 feet apart and about 6 feet 
from the floor. The reflectors should 
be broad rather than cone-shaped in 
order that the light will be spread 
widely. They should have perfectly 
white, clean linings. Linings of other 
colors or dirty lining absorb a large 
part of the light instead of reflecting it, 
he points out. 


by two methods. The first is without 
removing the feathers. 


Scrub the pillow in the ~i full of 


water using a good suds. Repeat in a 
second suds if necessary. Rinse in luke- 
warm water, changing it two or three 
times. Squeeze out as much water as 
possible. Hang the pillows on a clothes 
line, changing the position of the pil- 
k}w on the line and beating up the 
feathers several times, then finish dry- 
ing the pilllows on -a sheet in a warm 
place, preferably in the sun. Beat the 
pillows from time to time during the 
drying. 


A second and more satisfactory way 


sijto transfer the feathers to a muslin 
ba,g two or three times the size of 
the ticking, by sowing the edges of the 
openings of the ticking and the bag 
together and shaking the feathers from 
one to the other. Wash and dry the 
bag of feathers in the same way that 
a .whole pillow would be washed and 
dried.- After washing tho ticking sep- 
arately, apply a very stiff starch mix- 
ture to the inside with a sponge to 
ojqse the pores of tho material and pre- 
vent feathers from working through. 
When thoroughly dry, refill the tick- 
ing in the same way it was emptied. •
